year prior to July 1, 1895, then all import 
ed tin shall, after July 1,1895. be admitted 
Jree of d!ny." The provisions of the la 
which requires the American product t, 
exceed 5,000 ton? yearly, appears to have 
little prospects ior consummation as ihe an 
nual production so far has not approache< 
more than one thiid that qaantiiy, anc 
several mines have shut down.
